Part 


of their trouble was caused by the 
. heavy rain last night and the balance 


by a car jumping- the track near the 
corner of West Bluff and North Frank- 
lin street In this city. 


The first car north from Beloit 
this morning was stopped Just south 
of where the road passes under the 
Bt. Paul tracks, by a lake of water 
from eighteen Inches to two feet deep. 
The track after leaving tho Powers 
farm in order to .pass unuor 
the 


St. Paul road, swings out toward the 
river onto low ground, and 
had to 


be considerably depressed to allow 
the cars to clear tho tracks. 
This 


left quite a stretch of track ,that 
•was aa low if not lower than tho rlv- 
•er. 
The freshet last night raised 
the water so much that tho surround- 
ing country was submerged and tho 
-road covered with water. 
It was 


.found that the cars could not be run 
through the water and arrangements 
•were made to carry the passengers 
around the overflow. 


Jump* The Track 
About this time the car which re- 


mained in this city overnight was 
'started around the loop to start on 
its trip towards Beloit. 
It had just 


left Franklin street and turned onto 
West Bluff when the rear trucKs left 
the track and before the car could be 
stopped they were about flve feet off 
the rails. 


Word regarding the trouble 
was 


. telephoned to Beloit and some men 
..•were sunt up on the steam road. Men 
and tools were secured from tho St. 
(Paul company and after several hours' 
liard work the car was pushed back 
onto the track and run down to the 
overflow where the passengers were 
transferred.

care of the body and the highest mea- 
sure of physlcial development.

and observance of the laws of health. 


There Is no fatalism about life, 


and aside from unavoidable 
acci- 


dents there Is no good reason why 
three score years and ten should not 
be acquired with the privilege of 
borowlng time for another decade.
